A ter explaining that the financial 
stati vent had been placed in the 
han, of all ratepayers the mayor 
calle} upon the secretary to read the 
statement. This was done in detail 
and ites explained by the secretary 
as he proceeded, There was an in- 
crease in the bank balance at the end 
of the year, this in spite of the fact 
that the public works committee haa 
over-expended its appropriation to the 
extent of $1400.00 while several othe: 
departments had also over-expended 
toa lesser degree. This explained the 
revenue deficit. Several ratepay 
ers asked questions regarding out 
standing debentures and debenture 
i.sety, after which the financial state 
ment was adopted. 

The mayor then referred to the re 
vision of the assessment which had 
placed the valuations of property on 
amore equitable basis. All elevators 
and warehouses on the C.P.R. right of 
‘way had been brought into town and 
had materially increased the assess- 
ed valuation of the Lown. The sew- 
er line from the Eventide Home was 
also referred to #3 well as the inten- 
tion of the Provincial Govermment to 
proceed with the construction of a dis- 
posal tank on the Blackfoot Reserve. 
This would be undertaken early in the 
year. 

The Medical Health Officer’s report 
was submitt:d hy Dr. G. H. Farqu- 
harson. He referred to the epidemic 
of: scarlet fever which had occurred 
during the later five months of the 
year. Alinost without exception the 
cages had been mild. The secret- 
ary also read the Provincisl secret- 
tary’s veport on conditions in the 


town. 

The public work; committee re- 
port was submitted by Councillor! 
Brown. He showed the enormous 


errount; of work done during the year. 
all the streets, with one exception, 
had been regraded. The Main street 
and Fourth avenve gravelled and 
cindcred. New cniverts were in- 
stalled on the main highway and Fi fth 
avenue, The ditch through town clean- 
ed cut and deepensd ._ All the side- 
walks had been repaired and new con- 
cret sidewalk constuction in front of 
part of Block 6. In moving the 
adoption of the report Mr. McQueen 
apcke with appreciation of the splen- 
did work done during the year end 
paid a tribate to Councillor Brown for 
the time he had devoted to the super- 
vision of this work. 

The fire, light and police report was 
submitted by Councillor Wade. He 
referred briefly to the fire damage 
done while removing a defective hy- 
drant. There had been no other fires 
during the year and the equipment was 
all in fair condition. The new 
schedule of light rates submitted by 
the Calgary Power Co., had become op- 
eraitve and appeared to be giving 
general satisfaction. The company 
had also assumed all _—respon- 
sibility for the msintaintenance of the 
atreet lighting system and intended 
shortly to re-wire and bring it up-to- 
dat:, The cost to the town for light- 
ing was considerably less than under 
the original franchise. 

lhe waterworks report was sub- 
mitted by Councillor Milliken, Leaks 
and general maintenance during 1928 
had been less than in previous years 
and an adequate supply of water for 
domestic use and fire purposes had 
been maintained at all times, For 
the first time the plant showed a sub- 
stantial surplus over operating costs, 
The new schedule of power rates had 
made it possible to reduce the water 
charges to $3.00 flat and $10.00 per 
thousand cubic fect fox metered ser- 
vices, A sinking fund was being 
created to take care of future replace- 
ments and expansion. 4

Annual stock-taking is a wise procedure on the part of every individual 
aud nation; it is absolutely essential in the case of the man in business if 
he is to make a success of the enterprise in which he is engaged. This 
is true whether the man be the manager of a large industrial concern, or the 
owner of a small country stare, It also applies to the man who is engaged | 
in the business of farming because to succeed he must know where he made 
money and where he lost it; he must find the leakages before he can plug | 
up the holes,

S progressed over a larger mileage, and mail and express movements 
were heavier, while the output of Automobiles increased 24 per cent., thus 
showing the modern trend to more rapid transportation of commodities, 

Department store sales increased 1.1 per cent., mail order sales jumped 
14.9 per cent., and chain store sales 17.1 per cent. On the other hand 
wholegale trade fell off 1.5 per cent., indicating steady progression in more 
direct selling from preducer to ultimate consumer, Possibly one of the ef- 
fects of this development is found in the increase of 1.2 per cent. in the 
number of business failures, notwithstanding the year was one of great 
producticn, large constructive development and prosperity. 

The modern trend in the larger use of electricity, more and still 
more and efficient machinery, and more direct and rapid transportation is 
emphasized by the fact that, in a year of amazing growth in production 
and construction, employment decreased 3.3 per cent. In contrast with 
this is the fact that union wage rates were 0.4 per cent. higher, indicating 
that, while there was decreased employment, those in employment | 
were paid slightly higher wages. 

The buying power of United States farmers rose 6 per cent., revealing 
tin improvement in the agricultural situation, Business profits rose 11 per 
cent, savings bank deposits 8.9 per cent., life insurance sales 5 per cent. 

The above figures would seem to indicate certain factors and lessons 
deserving of earnest consideration by all business men. The fact that busi- | 
ness profits rose 11 per cent. but business failures increased indicates that 
the business man who keeps himself informed of, and adjusts his operations 
{n conformity with, changing conditions succeeds while the uninformed and 
ultra-conservative loses out. To the artizan, clerk and working man the 
iigures seem to say that in this machinery age the man with knowledge, 
and initiative, in a word, the efficient man, is in demand and at even higher 
s, while the inefficient finds increasing difficulty in securing work, 

The same economic forces are at work in Canada as in the United 
States, and the same tendencies are to be noted, the only difference 
being that this country is not so highly industrialized and has much greatcr 
natural resources still in an undeveloped state calling for manual labor, In 
the commercial world, especially in the retail merchant class, the problem ot 
the mail order house, the chain store, the consolidation of merchandizing 
in the hands of great concerns, and the allied problems of transportation 
and distribution, are becoming quite as acute, and if he is not to go under 
the small dealer must meet these changing conditions. He cannot do it 
alone, single-handed, but his chances of success are good through co-opera- | 
tion.

Well, doubtless at some time or) 
other, you have had your doctor ad- 
vise “that the system needed a gen- 
eral toning up.”

Under conditions of normal life, 
as the tissues grow and perform 
their functions, worm-out cells die 
As bone grows, it is absorbed littic 
by little to make room for the re- 
modelfing and growth of the larger) 
structure. Also, bacteria, ever pres- 
ent in the orul cavity, gains access 
beneath the protective covering of 
the mouth tissues. 

However, nature has made provi- 
sion for the disposal of these worn- 
out fragments and foreign intrud- 
ers, by the activities of certain 
lowly organized cells known as 
phagocytes. 

In health, these little warriors are 
able to perform their functions of | 
waste disposal and, as well, the! 
more militant duties of combating} 
and destroying the invading organ- 
isms. 

But with a lowered resistance of | 
the body cells, through local or gen-| 
eral disturbances, the defence is) 
weakened, permitting in the one | 
case, a poisoning of the body tissues | 
hy the waste materials, and, in the 
other, the securing of a foot-hold by 
such bacteria as may have gained 
access to the tissues. | 

Among those factors tending to-/ 
wards this lowered vitality of the! 
body cells or, in other words “loss. 
of tissue tone,” may be cited, sys- | 
temic diseases; influences exertea 
through nerve channels, and a poorly | 
nourished blood supply. =a 

But, possibly, in the mouth, the)! 
factors are more frequently local in 
nature, and generally result from | 
oral neglect. These include irrita- 
tions and injuries from wedgins 
foods, deposits of tartar and fooa 
debris, and the purely negative fac- 
tor, the lack of proper masticatory | 
exercise, 

Corrective measures such as the 
use of harder foods requiring more 
vigorous chewing, and more careful 
attention to mouth toilet, will in 
most cases, cffectively restore the 
tissues to a healthy tone.

Editor Gleichen Call, 

I should like to make a few com- 
ments on the new educational act for 
rural schools proposed by the minis- 
ter of education and endorsed at the 
U.F.A. convention at Edmonton, 

[ am not going to critize the new 
proposed act. It may be fair for the 
older districts in the Province that 
have gone through the pioneer stage’ 
to pay the entire cost of educating 
their own children and in addition to 
bear more than half the cost of ed- 
cating the children in the newer 
parts of the province that) are now in 
the pioneer stage. 

I do think, however, that it is only 
fair, that every ratepayer of our 
municipality should know the facts 
and the far-reaching effect this act 
will have on our school taxes. 

As you know a flat rate is pro- 
posed to be paid into a central fund 


and out of this fund all rural teach- | 


ers will be paid. 
Iq was stated by the minister that 
he estimated this flat rate would be 


about seven and one-half mills and the|Cluny Gun Club will be.held this year 


extra average cost to the whole pro- 
vince under the new scheme would be 
about three-quarters of one mill, 

While this may be true, as regards 
the whole average rate, we must not 
forget, the wide difference in valua- 
tion of the difference in school taxes 
per quarter section. 

In the Blackfoot M. D. the average 
valuation is about three thousand, 
two hundred dollars, and some quart- 
ers very much higher. 

There are some parts of the pro- 
vince where the valuation is as low as 
four hundred dollars per quarter sec- 
tion. 

Now, then, a quarter section with 
a valuation of four hundred dollars 
will pay three dollars in taxes to the 
central fund, while a quarter section 
with a valuation of four thousand will 
pay thirty dollars. 

The present average rate of tax- 
ation of the various school districts 
within the Blackfoot M.D. is approxi- 
mately seven and one-half mills. A 
rate equal to the estimated proposed 
flate rate and that will only pay the 
teachers’ salaries and the sulries of 
the new officials, 

The balance of expenditures in the 

district will have to be met by a sep- 
erate levy. 
_ This additional levy will vary in 
different school districts and I esti- 
matje that it will be from three to six 
or possibly seven mills. 

In the older districts, that have 
gone through the pioneer stage, that 
have no debentures to pay and when 
the old rate is low the rate under 
the new plan may not exceed eleven 
mills while in the newer districts, 
where the old mill rate is high at the 
present time, the new rate may go 
as high as fourteen mills, 

While this new scheme is instituted 
to take care of the small and poor 
rural districts it might be well to 
bear in mind that it will not benefit 
any school district in the Blackfoot 
M.D. or any school district in any of 
the surrounding municipal districts, 
but will increase the school tax in 
every school district from two to
